1 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Upon closer 
review of US Patent 4,420,300 to Winstead, applicant's comments concerning this 
reference are correct— it fails to teach extruding molten plastic into a molding wheel. 
While the aspect of extruding molten plastic into a molding wheel is known in the art— 
indeed as admitted by applicant in US Patent 4,462,784-- it is submitted that there is no 
reason or motivation to employ such a processing step in the formation of the instant 
web(s) wherein elements are formed that are aligned with elements on the other web. 
Also, the package forming in Williams et al does not join first and second elements on 
different webs — it merely laminates a cover web (1 6) onto a web (1 8) containing 
formed trays. Also, the two webs are not formed through the instant extrusion in 
Williams et al, with the elements of the webs already formed prior to lamination. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
